Bob is one of the founders of RAI Laboratory LLC, a startup 
pursuing opportunities in amateur radio hardware and soft- 
ware. Formerly, Bob was senior vice president and CTO of 
Nokia. There, he played a defining role in reshaping the com- 
pany's long-term R&D strategy. Challenging traditional man- 
agement thinking, he brought open innovation to Nokia and 
built a research environment suited to Internet ways of working 
and systems-level thinking. With three decades in the IT in-

If you haven't had a chance to try one of 
these contests or to try a little HF, maybe even work 
some DX, | hope you can find a fellow ham who can 
make his or her station available so that you can give it a 
try. | think it’s the best fun that radio has to offer.
